TO KNOW WHEN THE FEASTS AND HOLY DAYS BEGIN. 



EASTER DAY, on which the rest depend, is al- 
ways the first Sunday after the Full Moon, which happens 
upon or next after the twenty-first day of March; and if 
the Full Moon happen upon a Sunday, Easter-day is the 
Sunday after. 

ADVENT SUNDAY is always the nearest Sunday 
to the thirtieth of November, whether before or after. 

WHITSUNDAY, or FeAut of Pentecost, is seven 
weeks after Easter. 



THE DIVINE LAW. 



The Minister, at sucJi times as he may elect, shall read the 
Tea Commandments ; and the People, reverently bowing 
the head, or devoutly kfieeling, shall, after ea^h Command- 
ment, ask Cod's tnercy for their transgressions for the time 
past, and grace to keep the law for the tim^ to come, as 
folloics:

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Minister, Thoa sLalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain: For the Lord will 
not hold him guiltless that taketh his name in 
vain. 

People, Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Remember that thou keep holy the 
Sabbath-day. Six days shalt thou labor, and 
do all that thou hast to do; but the seventh day 
is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God. In it 
thou shalt do no manner of work; thou, and thy 
son, and thy daughter, thy man-servant, and 
thy maid-servant, thy cattle, and the stranger 
that is within thy gates. For in six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
that in them is, and rested the seventh day: 
wherefore the Lord blessed the seventh day, 
and hallowed it. 

People, Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister, Honor thy father and thy mother, 
that thy days may be long in the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee. 

People, Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister, Thou shalt do no murder. 
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People, Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not steal. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor's house, thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor's wife, nor his servant, nor his maid, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nor anything that is his. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and 
write all these thy laws in our hearts, we be- 
seech thee. 

T Then the Minister may sny : 
Hear also what our Lord Jesus Christ saith.. 

rpHOU shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
JL thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind: This is the first and great com- 
mandment. And the second is like unto it; 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. On 
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these two commandments liang all the law and 
the prophets. 

^ On Whit-Sutiday the Minister shall also read the Law of 

the Holy Spirit as follows : 

IF ye love me, keep my commandments. 
And I will pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you forever; even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, because it 
seeth him not, neither knoweth him; but ye 
know him; for he dwelleth with you, and shall 
be in you. 

If a man love me, he will keep my words: 
and my Father will love him, and we will come 
unto him, and make our abode with him. He 
that loveth me not keepeth not my sayings: 
and the word which ye hear is not mine, but 
the Father's that sent me. 

Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and lo!

Question, What is your religious belief f 

Answer. I believe in one God, the Creator 
of all things, and the Father of mankind; in 
Jesus Christ his Son, who is the true Teacher, 
Example and Saviour of men; in the Holy Spir- 
it, the Comforter; in the certainty of retribu- 
tion; the forgiveness of sins; the resurrection 
of all men from the dead ; and their final holi- 
ness and happiness in the immortal life. 

Q. What does God require of manf 

A. Obedience to His revealed will. 

Q. What is the rule of ohediencef 

A. The Moral Law. 

Q, What is our Saviour'* s summary of Ood^s 
commandments f 

A. He said, " Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind. This is the first and 
great commandment. And the second is like 
unto it: Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
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self. On these two commandments hang all 
the law and the prophets." Matt, xxii: 37-40. 

Q. You have spoken of the certainty of ret- 
ribution. What do you mean by it? 

A. The punishment due to sin ; that for all 
the sins which I commit, I must suffer the con- 
sequences, either in this world or in the world 
of spirits. 

Q, What is the object of punishment? 

A. To secure obedience. 

Q, How long will Qod punish sinners? 

A. Until they repent and are willing to 
obey him. 

Q, Why does Ood require our obedience? 

A. Because through obedience our highest 
good is secured. 

Q. What do you mean by the forgiveness 
of sins? 

A. The remission, or putting of them 
away. 

Q. When does Ood forgive sins? 

A. When men are truly sorry for, and for- 
sake them. 

Q, How can forgiveness be fully realized? 

A. Through a new life of obedience to God. 

Q. Does God^s fatherly interest in his sin- 
ful creatures cease at death? 

A. Man's relations to God are the same 
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here and hereafter. Wherever and whenever 
the soul heartily repents and turns to God, he 
will mercifully hear and bless. 

Q, What is meant by the resurrection from 
the dead? 

A. Man's entrance into the immortal state. 
Q, You have connected holiness and happi- 
ness in your statement of belief Why have 
you done this? 

A. Because happiness can not be secured 
but through holiness. 

Q.. How is holiness secured? 
A. Through obedience to God, in imitation 
of his Son Jesus Christ. 

Q, Why do you believe in the final holiness 
and happiness of all mankind? 

A. Because it is the declared purpose of 
God, " that in the dispensation of the fulness 
of times, he might gather together in one all 
things in Christ, both which are in heaven and 
which are on earth, even in him." — Eph. i: 10. 
Q, How will you be able to keep Ood^s laws? 
A. By diligent attention thereto,^ and by 
growth in the Christian life. 

Q, What are the principal means of growth 
in the Christian life? 

A. The Word of God, the Church, the Sac- 
raments, and Prayer. 
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Q. What do you understand by the Word 
of God 9 

A. The Holy Scriptures, and all other Rev- 
elations of Himself. 

Q, What do you understand the church of 
Christ to he? 

A. The visible church consists of all who 
profess the name of Christ; and the invisible 
church consists of all who are heart children of 
God, even the blessed company of all faithful 
people having the fellowship of the Spirit. 

Q, Is it the duty of believers in Christ to 
become members of his visible church? 

A. It is, that they may be brought thereby 
into closer union with Christ, the head of the 
church, and communion with his people. 

Q. What is meant by Sacrament? 

A. An outward and visible sign of the work 
of God's truth and love in the soul. 

Q, How many Sacraments are there in the 
Church ? 

Ai Two: Baptism and the Lord's Supper. 

Q. What is the outward sign in baptism? 

A. Water, which is used either by dipping 
the person in it, or pouring or sprinkling it 
upon him. 

Q. What inward work or change does this 
outward sign represent? 
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A. Death unto sin, and a new birth unto 
righteousness. 

Q. What is required of persons to he bap- 
tized? 

A. Repentance, whereby they forsake sin ; 
and faith in Christ as their Saviour.

A. They ought seriously to examine them- 
selves, that they may realize their frailties, 
and earnestly seek a closer communion with 
their Saviour.

A. With humble confession of sin, with 
hearty thanksgivings for God's mercies, and 
sincere faith in bis promises. 

Q, Where should we offer up our prayers? 

A. Publicly in the house of God, and pri- 
vately in our families, and in our closets. 

Q, What special example of prayer is given 
us in the New Testament? 

A. The Lord's Prayer. 

Q, Will you repeat the Lord's Prayer?

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ARTICLES OF FAITH. 



^ A8 declared by the Clergy and Laity of the Universalist 
Church of the United States of America, assembled in 
Contention at Winchester, in the State of New Hamp- 
shire, in the year of our Lard one thovsand eight hun- 
dred and three: 

Article i. We believe that the Holy Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments contain a revelation of the 
character of God, and of the duty, interest, and final des- 
tination of mankind. 

Art. II. We believe that there is one God, whose 
nature is love; revealed in one Lord Jesus Christ, by one 
Holy Spirit of grace; who will finally restore the whole 
family of mankind to holiness and happiness. 

Art. III. We believe that holiness and true happiness 
are inseparably connected; and that believers ought to be 
careful to maintain order and practice good works; for 
tliese things are good and profitable unto men. 
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
